state nffnlrs tho democrats havo conttnted
thertiRclvoa with hut ono of tho state ofllcei
out of eight, although tho populism claim
that their enterprising nllles hnvo always
gotten away with tho lion's eharo of tho
lucrative appointive ofllces under the state
officers.

This year the democratic loaders arc pre-

paring to mako a bold stand for three
of tho oniccs. nnd will not, It Is Intlmu'.o'l.
listen to any suggestion of loss than two
Tho two for which they Intend to muke
their unalterable demand are attorney gen-

eral nnd state treasurer, while there ais
democratic usplran's for the nominations for
state nudllor, roiiimlRMtnncr of public laud
nnd buildings anil Hccretary of sta'o. Tho
populhls of Douglas county do not yet ap-

pear to havo learned of tho growth of

democratic ambition In regard to the dis-

tribution, but II Is a matter of o.nm n
knowledge among democratic lcadeis that
nothing less than two of tho nominations
will go with them In making up tho fmlon
ticket. ,

Meantime the list of populist candidates
for positions on thn ticket grows hourly
larger and more formidable. It Is asserted
by well-poste- d fuslonlsts that more than a
hundred candidates want to fquoe.e Into
tho eight places. Kvery county Is a Icklng
up a populist lightning rn.l, nnd It Is be-

coming evident that If the democrats suc-

ceed In wresting from tho populists nomi-
nations for nny of thn oinces now hold by
members of that party It will hive ac-

complished something remarkable.
Tending the accomplishment of tho dis-

tribution between the parties few aro will-

ing to hazard n rucks nn to the prohablo
personnel of tho fusion, but James ('. DjIiI-ma- n,

who from hla long service as chair-
man of tho state committor is doubtless
nbout ns well nuallllnl to form nn Intelli-
gent and nccurato forecast, gives his vl'wj
ns follows:

"I think that V. A. I'oynter will be re-

nominated for governor, W. 1). Oldham of
Kearnoy for attorney general, (?. A. l.ulkart
nf Norfolk for stato treasurer, K. A. Gi-
lbert for lleutennnt governor, Representative
C. Wheeler of Kurnas county for stato
auditor, J. A. Ileck of Hurt county for
superintendent of public Instruction. Hock
Is now tho deputy superintendent. A man
named Swoboda, ft liohcmlan of How-

ard county, stnnds a good chance of belns
nominated for secretary of stato If It Is
not thought that he Is too near tho home of
Wheeler. All of these are populists except

ings; II. I). Kelly, a nowspapcr man of Fre-
mont, Ib mentioned for auditor; Prof. An-

derson of Howard and a man named Oliver
from Cars arc grooming to be superintendent
of public Instruction, and O. 0. Wecsncr,
ilopttty secretary of tate. Is mentioned as an
iisplrnnt for tho broganB of Secretary
Porter.
